"Tliey furnished tlio aminuuition in the 
hope of I'oreing the Dominion .M ini.slers to 
persuade 'I'hoaias and tlieConnollya to pay 
the sweat money. 

" Tarte appeared as the champion of pub- 
dc morality. 

"He would have deserved much more 
credit, however, had he applied himself to 
the elucidation of the whole truth. 

".\s it was, ho screened his own opera- 
tions." 

Aid. Prefontaine, of Montreal, is one 
of Mr. [..aurier's candidates there. Of 
Air. Prefontaine the Liberal Montreal 

Witness lately said : 

"The man who ran the city council for 
the benelit of the moiioiiolies. 

"The city is poorer liy his lieiiiL; in the 
council. 

"A record which is a scantlal to the city 
of .Montreal. 

" Xo voting record can begin to denote 
hifii or to measure ihe badness of his imlu- 
enee.

For iflOO.OOO 
of this a verdict was t-ecuro 1 by the gov- 
ernment iigainst Krnest Pacatid a few 
weeks ago, though of course lie cannot 
hand over the money. He useil the 
greater part of the $100,000 in paying tho 
personal and politicaCl debts of the Que- 
bec ministers. A good portion aleo went 
to aid the Liberal party. Senator Pelle- 
tier and Mr. J. Israel Tarte, JLP., had 
their names as makers or endorser.s on 
iibout $-."i,(IOO of notes issued to I'aise 
money for the Federal election i;anipaign 
of IS'.ll, which notes were paid out of 
the proceeds of tho deal which Mr. 
Paeaud engineered. The reptile Lil)eral 
press of l,he province received somo 
$li,O00. Election e,xpens?es and the insti- 
tution of (flection petitions against Con- 
servative members took lietween $4,000 
and ^5,001). Other payinenta of the like 
nature reduced the aiiioimt by wliieli 
Mr. Pacaud personally gained to $28,000, 
exclusive of a balance of $20,000 removed 
to New York to be out of reach of the 
Canadian courts, the final diaposition of 
wliicli is unknown."

JlOW THEY DO BRAG! 

What the Liber:.ls Predicted Five " 
Ago— Hilt It Hasn't Happened Yet. 

(From the .Moiilreiil tlftzette.) 

It is not likely that many will be in- 
fluenced, in easting their votes on Tues- 
day next by the predictions of a Liberal 

victory that Lilieral speakers and 
Libeial journals are indulging in. 
Liberals always brag Ijefore a contest. It 
is as much a part of their nature to brag 
as it is to bribe. In ISitl we lind the 
Liberal press full of [iredictions of the 
great victory that Laurier and Winian 
were to win on tlie iHSiu! of uiu-e.stricted 
reciprocity. The jiolling took pl;u;e on 
.Miircli ,5. On l'"ebruary '2-1 the 
Toronto ( ilobe had an article on " Tiie 
Lost Caufie'' announcing that "one thing 
is clear to all impartial observers, ami 
lluit is that the N.P. and .Sir .John .Mac- 
lionald, the man himself and the system 
of oriranized eorruption, of which he is 
.it onci^ the slave and the proi)liet, are 
both alike doomed." .^ir ,Iolin Macdon- 
ald, tho article further stated, had " the 
added bitterness of knowing that his 
own incredible folly has made liiin an 
object of mingled contempt and dis- 
like." This was written, be it remem- 
bered, within a few months of Sir John 
.^lacdonald'^ death, when he was at the 
very apex of his unrivalled jiersonal 
poimlarity. 

There was lots more of the same kintl 
'if stutl'. The giants of the Liijeral party 
were everywiiere smashing, crushing, 
liuiniliatiiig the Con.^ervative pigmies 
set up against them. So the (.ilobe said. 
On February l-'S it was declared that 
only a few rotten combines were with 
the Tory Government — the Liberals 
v.'ere to bo supported "by the great 
masses of the iieople, the farmers, the 
artizans, the taxiiayers" — the coming 
Liberal Government, elected by the 
niasse^, was to eternally smash protec- 
tion and annex Canada commercially to 
the continent to whicli it belonged. ' On 
February 28 it was proclaimed that "the 
forces of reform are steadily gaining 
ground," the "dodgings of Ministers" 
were of no avail. 

On Maich ,5 it wag alleged that tlie 
" Old Man " (Sir ,lolui Macdonald) had 
contrived to jilace Ins jiarty in a posi- 
tion in which defeat meant' anniliihttion 
— " the success of the Liberal jiarty is 
assured." On March (i the paper that 
had been indulging in all this bluster- 
ing brag announced that the Conserva- 
tive government, under Sir John Mac- 
donald, luul achieved its fourth succes- 
sive electoral triuiiipli ! 

The Montreal Herald in this province 
was just as sure as was the Globe in On- 
tario jthat in tho Wiman commercial 
union fad the Liberals had at last 
struck on the key that was to unlock 
for them the doors of the Dominion 
Treasury. The morning after nomina- 
tion day it editorially announced that 
" '^riie s'uimpede from the Conservative 
ranks in the agricultural distiicts and 
among the manufacturers is uniirece- 
dented." The Liberals were "conlident 
of aidiieving a decisive vietory, anil re- 
I)orts coming from all ])arts oi the Do- 
minion fully warrant their conliilence." 
Ou March 2 the Herald had furllier in- 
formation from all parts of the Domin- 
ion "uniformly and decidedly in favorof 
tho Liberal party — lurnisliing indica- 
tions of a sweeping Liberal victory." 
Aiul then the article went on: " ilon. 
Mr. Laurier is confident of success. 
Hon. Air. Mercier guarantees him aeub- 
Btantial Liberal majority in the Province 
of Quebec, and reports from the 
Province of Ontario are more favorable 
tlian ever. The stampede of farmers, 
manufacturers and waue-earnera to the 
ranks of ilu! Liberals eonlinui^s with in- 
creasing Vol nine. I'^roni Nova .Scotia 
our intelligence is of the most chei'ring 
(diaracter. In New Brunswick the iii'ii- 
eiitions are that they (th<' Conservatives) 
slaml to lose heavily. Three seats are 
conceded to the Lilieiais in .Manitoba. 
In the N'orl h west and lli itisli Columbia 
the i nileiiendeiiL candidates stand to 
win, and Hie members of these two sec- 
tions of the Dominion may be depended 
<m to sujiport Mr. Laurier's govern- 
ment." 

.•V week after thiti screoti was penned 
.Sir Kichard Cartwright was cursing the 
Maritime Provinces and the Northwest 
as shreds and patches of the Dominion, 
whose vote was worth nothin^-":iiiu 
whose support was a dishonor, ' 

It ia worth while, in view of the brag 
which till- Liberal press ar.d speakers are 
now indulging in — whi^ti Mr. Laurier 
indulged in last night — to recall this 
liast buucoiiibe of the party orators and 
writers. It is jiart of their ])olicy to 
catidi the weak-minded element which 
seeks to be with tho winning side with- 
out niucli regard to wlial it i.s. It is 
stutr which should not affect any sensi- 
ble man's ndntl, because no sensible 
mind ould so rui.sjii<lge the movement 
of events, or seeing how they were shap- 
ing themselves, could indulge m such 
senseless, inellective and certain to be 
liumilialing brag.

What a Liberal. Merchant Found 
Out When He Tried This 
in Parliament. 



How Would Teinpleinan and Milne 
Compare in Influence With 
Mr. Workman? 



Once upon a time Montreal used to 
send Liberals to parliament, and one of 
these was a representative wholesale 
merchant named Thomas Workman, 
who sat in the Commons in the evil 
days I'rora 1873 to 1878 when the Lili- 
erals were in power. They then bad a 
tariir lor revenue only, such as it is said 
they would now introduce if they ctinnot 
have free trade. Mr. Workman knew 
that the government's policy was work- 
ing disasf^r in his constituency, but in 
vain ne implored them to change it. 
This is what he said in parliament: 

" The aumufactmers of the country 
are now in a most depressed state; this 
depression has been gradually going on 
and increasing, until at ))reaent nearly 
one-lialf of all the manufacturing estab- 
lishments in and around the city from 
which I come are closed up, and tho 
other half are working on half or per- 
liaps two-thirds time. Any number of 
bands have been discharged and are 
idle to-day, while those who are em- 
ployed are only earning wages of from 
76 to 80 per cent, of what they earned 
before. A. vast amount of misery and 
distress prevails around Montreal in 
<'()nee(juence. 

" We are living near the United States, 
whose manufacturing interests have 
within the past ten or lifteen years 
made marvellotis strides. During the 
rebellion wages in tho United Statics 
were high, and it was ditlicult to pro- 
duce goods anything lil^e as cheaply as 
MOW ; but siiu'e the war the iiulustries 
of that comitry have been very progres- 
sive, and there ia now in United 
States manufactures an amount of 
money, skill and perseverance, which, if 
continued, will in a very short time 
leave even old England in the shade. 
They have adopted a policy in that 
country the result of which has been 
most beneficial in building up the manu- 
facturing industries there. 

" An American manufacturer finds his 
stock accumulating, looks over to Cana- 
da for a market, where ho slaughters his 
surplus for whatever it will bring. The 
consequence is that these goods are 
forced into oiu' market until the eU'ect is 
dirastrouB to oin- native industries. I 
have seen it and experienced if myself 
every day. . 

" I have had experience, and I speak 
from the experience of every manufactu- 
rer in Lower Canada. I am happy to 
say that the views I entertain are in 
harmony with the great majority of tins 
people of Canada, and they are strongly 



impressed with the conviction that a 
certain amount of protection to our 
manufacturing interests is absolutely 

necessary." 

Mr. Workman was an influential man 
in his party, but he could not stir his 
leaders from their fixed policy, and no 
I)rotection was given uiuil a change of 
government occurre<i. Yet two amateurs 
like Mr. Templeman and Dr. Milne 
wish the electors to believe that if they 
were sent to Ottawa they could shape 
the Liberal taritV so as to favor the 
British Columbia farmers with protec- 
tion by wdiich they say the farmers of 
the rest of the Dominion do uot beneQtl 

This is the Liberal campaign song at. 
Ottawa : 

Lnt'olil the grand old hannor boys, 

liy Tory traitors furled; 
And shout our rousiiiK battle cry 

" Free Trade with all the world! "• 

Mr. Laurier said at London that what 
Canadians needed was markets, mar- 
kets, markets.

EXTENSIVE INbUliHECTION. 

The Whole of Mashonaland in Revolt- 
Whites Mtirdered— A Long Warfare 
Certain. 

London, June 21. — Concurrent ad- 
vices from Capetown are to the eSect 
that the whole of Mashonaland is in 
insurrection. Troops have been hur- 
riedly shipped at Capetown to go by 
way of Berra to relieve the British. 
Throughout Rhodesia the British only 
hold territory within a mile of the forta. 
.Settlers everywhere have been murdered 
by the Matabeles. Troopers already in 
the country lind great ditficulty in con- 
ducting operations, owing to the de- 
ficiency of food and horses. A long and 
desultory guerilla warfare is certain. 
This will involve the expenditure of 
funds from the imperial exchequer and 
the stibsetiuent abolition of the charter 
of the British ,Soutli African company. 

Despatches received hero from i5ula- 
wayo show that the revolt of natives in 
the Umptali district of Matabeleland is 
of a most serious nature. The bodies ot 
thirty or forty murdered whites have 
already been discovered. Tho patrols 
have sent word to the settlers, who have 
been ordered to Fort Salisbury, which 
itself is considered to be in danger. Six 
Francis Oarrington is sending reinforce- 
ments, and has asked the authorities , of - 
Cape Colony to dispatch -.a force of 200'' 
mounted infantry to the scene of the; 
disturbance. " '

. Nkw YoiiK, June 21.— The London cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune 
cables his paper as follows: i The re- 
ported skirmish between the Venezuela 
guards and the Guiana surveyors has 
increased the feelin{; of English iinjia- 
tifnce over ttie deliberation of Lord 
Salisbury's diplomatic methoda. His 
reply to the delegation on the Hubjei:t of 
arbitration ia accepted as evitlence 
of a sincere desire on his part 
to bring about a comprehenaivc 
treaty with the United States, but the 
prospect of the speedy accomplishment 
of that result huconies discouraging in 
the eyes of tiio general public, which 
does not enjoy tliu advantage of being 
able to SCO behind scenes more remote, 
^vhell ho niafxnifiea difhculties and 
pleads for duhiy. It is argued tliat a 
settlement of tlio Venezuela (lucstioii 
has been made with llie Cleveland ad- 
ministralion wliicli raiHcd and ('in])ha- 
sizcd it, and not with thu incomins; iHi^- 
Xinli'V udiiiiuisti'atioii, whicli cannot be 
expci-U'il to take any lower i;r()iin(l on 
the Monroe doctrino than waH occupied 
in the i)C(:enil)e]' nie.^KaL'C. U in consid- 
ered that tlu! new lieuulilican {lovern- 
iiient cannot repudiate Mi-. Cleveland's 
Yenezuela message, and that something 
■will have to l)e done with the report of 
the comuiission. No policy which Lord 
SaUsbury could adopt would be more 
popular in England than an honorable 
settlement of tne Venezuela iiuesiion 
and the creation of a permanent arbitra- 
tion tribunal. 

Some great stroke of this kind is al- 
most necefsary in order to reatore the 
diminished jjrestige of the Unionist 
government, to whose failures abroad 
are added blunders at home. Mr. Bal- 
four, with an immense majority behind 
him, and with the Irish vote secured in 
advance for the education bill, has not 
shown how to lead the house and 
prevent the collapse of the legislative 
programme. The members following 
him, accustomed to habits of discipline, 
heard his proposal for an adjournment 
from August to January without object- 
ing to it; but they are now in full revolt 
against it^ since they perceive the im- 

Eracticability of enaeting the educatioti 
ill' in that way. The cabinet meets to- 
day to pull itself together and suggest a 
new' method of dealing with the crisis. 
Probably the education bill will be 
reduced to a simple measure for 
giving financial aid to voluntary schools, 
and passed in that form, with one or two 
other measures. Then the Unionists 
will open the ne.xt sesaian by proposing 
a comijrehensi vc reform procedure for 
the House of Conimona. Lord Kosobery 
and the Liberals contend that nothing 
iiseful can bo accomplished until the 
House of Lords is reorganized or re- 
formed out of existence. Mr. Balfour 
and tiie Unionists, realizing that the 
majority of over 160 is helpless for the 
transaction of business, hold that noth- 
ing can be done until the procedure of 
the Commons is revolutionized. 

Sir William Harcourt has been in fine 
fighting form during the week, leading 
tlie opposition with aggressiveness anil 
wariness. His greatest triumph was 
scored wlien as leader of a minority 
weak in number, he offered terms of 
peace to the helpless majority, the ac- 
ceptance of which wag urged by so old- 
fashioned an orL'an of Toryism as the 
Standard. Mr. Morley has also been 
highly ellective out of parliament, sub- 
jecting the government to the most de- 
structive critiuisni, and denouncing Mr. 
Chamberlain for his desertion of free 
trade. 

Mr. Chamberlain himself came to the 
rescue of the government yesterday in 
an adroit speech, in which iie sought to 
minimize the dillieultiee of the situa- 
tion. Sir John (iorst is really rea[>on- 
sible for the i)r(!fient difliculty, sinire he 
prodiiceil the measure for unsettling 
every ipiostion settled by .Mr. Korster 
twenty-six years ago and revolutionizing 
the adnnnistration of the entire school 
system, but Mr. Jialfour suffers UKjre 
tinui anybody else from the legislative 
block. The tactics are his, and these 
could hardly have been worse. 

The jubilee celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of Lord Kelvin's appoint- 
ment to the chair of natural i)hilo8ophy 
in Cilasgow University, was a splendid 
tribute to the greatest man of science in 
England. Nothing was lacking to de- 
monstrate the respect and allection with 
whii'.h he is regarded at home and 
abroad. All the honors and comjjli- 
nients showered upon him were received 
by tlui benignant jdiilosopher with 
characteristic humility. It was an 
object les.-'on in modesty fioni one of the 
wisest men of modern times. 

The Marcjuis oi .Salisbury's rejily to 
the deputation from the International 
Arbitration I^eague ia regardeil as the 
most encouraging utterance on the sub- 
ject ever made in England. 

The Daily Chroniele says : " If the 
Marquis of Salisbury succeeds in con- 
cluding an arbitration treaty with the 
United States he will place his name in 
history on a pinnacle s i liigh that no 
acliicvoment pofisiljle to his career and 
position could ever have enablt'd him to 
attain." 

The si.xtioth anniversary of (iiieen 
Victoria's accession to tin; throne was 
observed yesterday with the usual hoist- 
ing ot Hags and ringing of church hells. 
The Lord Mayor, Sir Walter Wilkins, 
unveiled ajstatue to the (iueen at the 
Koyal Kxchange. 

The otlicial investigation of the loss of 
the Druniriiond Castle will not be an 
arduous allair, since only three survivors 
remain to tell the little they know about 
the deplorable calamity. 'The charts in- 
dicate clearly that the vessel was out of 
her courso and running directly toward 
the rocks. 

(iorinaiiy has been feting Li Hung 
Chang in an muisual manner. Ilia re- 
ception by the Emperor William on 
Sunday was more impressive and pomp- 
ous than anything of the kind in years 
past. His lilajesty |)ersoiuvlly jiaid the 
greatest attention to the; Chinese states- 
man, giving 8i)ecial ordera that he be 
shown everything in Gernuuiy which he 
desires to see on his round oi 



visits to the industrial, naval and mili- 
tary institutions, including the model 
fortifications of Thorn and Iviel harbors. 
The Krupp works occupied the attention 
of Li Hung Chang to-day, after which 
he went to the Vulcan yards at Stettin, 
where, ho will be hanquetted. The dis- 
tinguished traveller will visit rrinco 
Bismarck eoon. The latter, however, 
being unequal to long interviews lias 
countermanded all receptions of delega- 
tions during the summer. Ne.xt week 
Li Hung Chang and the German govern- 
ment will enter into ncgotiJltions in 
regard to the increaae of import duties 
and other matters. 

Marshal von Bieberstein will attempt 
to obtain Li Hung Chang's consent for 
the establishment of large German 
mercantile settlements in Chinese 
ports, especially Canton and Swatow 
with exclusive German jurisdiction. 
The simultaneouB presence in Germany 
of j\Iarsbal Yamagata an.l Li Hung 
Chang is embarrassing the Foreign 
Oflice. The Emperor William and 
Prince Hohenlohe have shown the 
Japanese soldier some attention, but 
the Marshal ia evidently disgruntled at 
the yellow wave which is Hooding 
Silesia whore numbers of Chinamen em- 
ployed at farm work are replacing the 
KuBsian and Polish hands. A Berlin 
firm is supplying Chinese coolies to 
Silesian land owners at 26 cents per day.

'i'ho most important stibjc(!t Ijtifore 
the public at the present time I tliirik 
Is the TarilV question. In reviewing the 
Budget H'leei'h of tlie Unaiice Minister, 
we llud 'that the Liberal Conservatives 
were retnriieri to [lOWcr with a large majority 
in 1S7.S, mid the fiscal policy of tlie party was the 
cause of that change, 'i'his policy inis been 
csrried out since that time and has lieeu en- 
dorsed bv llio electors In is^s, l,ss-J, lhS7 and 
ls;il , and the |ioliey in the future is to be tliiit 
of tlie pa^t-a ruisniiable protection of I'liii- 
aoian iiiteresls. 'i'iie irreat aim of the Liberal 
(.'onservuti ves has been to encourage lioiiic 
Industries, and we are all well aware tliat this 
could not be done without moderate protection, 
and on this particular question the elcctois 
from the Atlantic to the Pacllic will proiiniinee 
their verdict in June. We llnd that thU is the 
greutquestion that the Llbrial parly expect to 
eenlre their arguments on. I'lie conntry is 
flooded with the literature oi lliat party, which 
will deceive the unwary if possible, and make 
them believe that the Liheriil I loiiserviii i v es 
are the most corrupt goveriiiiii'iit on the face ot 
tlieciirtb. Since l«yi we liiiil iliiit the goverii- 
meiil has been gradually rediieieg iii,. tnrill' 
upon all lutieies lliat are in geiierni use bv the 
working classes in the coiintrv. Wc' see in the 
Fliiniice .Minister's liudget sjieech ("on. .Mr 
Kosler) that the articles such as lea, eoilee and 
tin were entered free of duty, wliicli means 
tiiat the government were eonsidenii!; the in- 
terests of I 111! mafses, ami we liiid right along, 
veiir bv v ar, dullua struck oil' articles whieli 
were a grout burden to the peoide;Miid we are 
liroiiilsed tliat the same policy will be continued 
iiiiiil wo have every article In general use re- 
duced so that we will have Just enough jiro- 
lection to keep onr neighbors across the border, 
or aiiv other country. Irom getting any midne 
iiilviu'ilage over lis. \Ve are all aware that tin; 
pollcv til the L'niled StateH Is a high protective 
one. ' They are not in favor ol iecn)rocity, 
preferentiHl trade they care nothing about, 
unless It is to their advantage. They will give 
no iiref< rence to us, and what are the Liberal 
party advocating— free trade, free trade, a tariil 
for revenue; in fact, when wo find the Liberals 
at their best their policy Is nothing more than 
what tho Liberal Conservatives are carrying 
out at present. Hear what wo have from one 
of our local Liberal papers; 

"A tariff readjustment does not mean tlie 
wanton destruction of the Industries for the 
mere sakeol carrying out a revolutionary pro- 
gramme. The object Is to liflii the Industries 
of tlie country." 

And yet on the other liaiid wo hear them 
crying Irom one end of the country to the other, 
the policy of the Liberal Conservatives in pro- 
tecting onr natural Industries is giving the 
manufacturers all tho benellts— that they are 
tho only ones reaping tho rich harvest. It Is 
impossible for any government to become per- 
feetln a year, or cveu 20 years. They are finding 
out daily what is the best for the great mass of 
tho people, and I am glad to see that there are 
such promising signs that they will bo returned 
to power by an overwhelming mniorlty. To 
tnose of us who have lived under the reIgn of 
the Liberal Conservative governnK-nt, during 
tlio last 17 yeors, and who liiive felt the great 
benellta bv the eradual reduction ol the tariil', 
no argunient to the contrary will convince us 
tlinl free trade will be a change for the better. 
I say Oiiiada for the Canadians lirst, last and all 
the lime. 

The -Mnnitoba School Question is the subject 
that tho Liberal party are oxpectine to ride 
into power bv. On this question 1 desire to 
give mv humble judgment, so that those who 
have given this undesirable question little 
consideration may see that British fair play 
will iirevail at last. When Manitoba receivea 
her I'onstitutlim in 1.S70, the rights of .Manitoba 
wore protected by law The minority at that 
time were the Protestants. Alter aiininberof 
veiirs the Feparnte schoolsdld not give justice 
to all. They were found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmeiB and the taxation became 
heavier on one portion of the pcojile than the 
other. The scdiools were not n\i to tlie standard 
ofourpublle schools, the teachers were below 
the standard, a spirit of dIs.Mitisfaction reigned 
amongst the majority, who had by this time 
become I'rotehtaiits, and the .Manitoba Legis- 
lature passed the StateSchnols Act. In passing 
that act 1 consider that tliey did not give the 
minority that eonsldcrntion that the Maritime 
and Eastern jirovliiees had done. That was the 
right time the <iuestloii should have been 
settlen. After six years litigation we llnd that 
It has become a national cpiestlon. Iteniedlal 
legislation as brought in by the government 
has not been endorsed by the conntry. The 
I^ibcral i»arty have been divided on tncqiics- 
tlon as well as the Conservatives, and the coii- 
clnslon that the wisest men in the country 
have come to is that the .Mnnitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the mntler in an liomirablo 
inauiier to all concerned. 1 ecinld not siipi>ort 
Jtemediai l.egislalion as hrouglit in by the 
government, but would sn]iiinrl any inensnre 
to give justice to all concerned, so long as the 

Eublie school system is ke|it intact. Hon. .Mr. 
anrler, while in H.C., said on two oceasioiiB 
whili! here that we had the lirst sclioiil ni/slem in 
tlie ronntry, and coiiiiiieiided our iirovinco 
highly on its advanced scdiool system, llnviug 
such tesllmony (and 1 believe he meant all he 
said) I have no hesitation in saying we have 
about as perfect a school system es there is iu 
any country. 

In coining to proviiiciiil matters I believe wc 
are on the tliresliolil of a [irosperous future, 
Onr mineral resouTces, from our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate that we have untold 
wealth within our reach. Being alive to those 
facts, it is our duty tondveriise our rc^onn es; 
to encourage English capital to come and de- 
velop our mines of precious metals. Tlie federal 
and provincial governments must do their 
parts also, and it will bo the duty of the mem- 
bers elected to Ottawa to see that jtistice is done. 

I am in favor of the suhsldlziiig oHhe C.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, aud endorse the action 
ol the B.C. government on this question. 

The extension of the E. A- N. R. siioiild lie 
carried out at once, iiiid llie iiec;es.iary a|ipro- 
prlation HhoiiKl have been granted at the last 
session of our Doiiiiiiioii rarliaiiient. 

The farmers of onr district will require the 
earnest attention of the local member coiisiiicr- 
Ing tlio scattered contlition in wliiidi they are 
placed along our const, iiiid on this Island. 

Markets reiiiiire to be esliibiished in a!! our 
principal ( ities, facilities for getting to those 
markets, and reasonnhle rates by railway and 
sleiuiU'rs slioiild be given. .\s the goveriilMclit 
have lo assist in this line, it is only rcHs.iioili'e 
loe.Kpeel that they will grant every facility in 
their power, and wliiidi 1 shall leel it iiiv iliny 
to urge, slionld I liavetlie honor to be I'Uicted. 

Our Postal system requires iiiveslitiHtion. Tlie 
growing needs of all lairls of <inr district by 
railways and steamers are not what we reiiiilre. 
The member for lln- district will beheld resiioii- 
slblo in future for atteiitionito our various needs. 
Considering our geoirraphical condition 1 con- 
siiler that we will re(|iilre best eniisi.loratuin 
the nomluion government can give, by iiialang 
liberal a|iproprialioiis for publii! buildings, and 
for improving onr eoiistn and harbors.

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Shall Wo Siicrilice It by a Change 
of the Katioiial Fiscal 
Policy ?

That ^'entleuian 
is in great request us ii spealver, and 
singular to eay tliat lleforniere aa tliey 
are siill called in Ontario listen to him 
most respectfully and most attentively. 
The readers of the Coi.oni.st can judge 
of the Btylo and the (lualltj' of his 
apeeehes by the following passage which 
has been taken from the Spectator's re- 
port of a splendid speech wiiicli Mr. Car»- 
callen delivered in EIraira: 

The deeifiioii on the system of the pres- 
ent policy involves the "future destiny of 
this growing; country. Its reversal or 
change m the direction (.f free trade 
WouKl lead to dee|i and |4eiuM-.U distre.'S, 
general bankruptcy and niuiunal ruin 
witliLMit benclit to any |iiirt ol ihi^ I )o- 
niinion. It.s retention and support will 
maintain the exir^ting prosperity and 
will preserve and augment it, and the 
nation will (umtinue to advance in 
wealth, power and greatness witli- 
out piejudice to any section of 
the Donnnion. In 1S78 this coun- 
try, by the introduction of the 
protective system, was transformed 
irom gloom and distress to brightness 
and prosperity, and the advance whicli 
the country has since made in every di- 
rection is owinp to the work of parlia- 
ment passing the acts fostering Cana- 
dian industry instead of allowing it to 
be controlled by foreign j)o\vers cherish- 
ing foreign industrv. What shall he 
gained by the introduction of a jiolicy 
■which will have the etrect of breaking 
down our iron foundides, our woolen, 
cotton milling and other manufactur- 
ing industries, the destruction ol which 
would undoubtetlly lead t(j the saerilice 
of iniinen.se capital, the ruin of many 
tltouaanda of our fellow-citizens, and 
great loss to the whole community? 
The [ireaent policy protects tiie 
manufacturer, the artisan, the me- 
chanic, tliB farmer, the merchant, 
the business man, the laborer all 
alike. The establishment and en- 
couragement of doineatic manufac- 
tures is conducive to the interests of the 
state by adding new incentives to indus- 
try and as being tho meaiLH of disposing 
to advantage the surplus productions of 
the farm. The (piestion, therefore, which 
we are now called upon to determine is 
not whether we shall establish a now and 
doubtful sysl'Mu of policy which we are 
asked to coii,-;ider, but wliethei' we shall 
break down and ilcstrov a well-estab- 
lished syHleni c.irelullydex'ised and sanc- 
tioned HL'.iiu and ai;uin by the nation, 
and upon the faith of wlnuli innnenso 
caiiital has been invested. What does 
the hilieral iiarty seek, namely an im- 
mediate or gradual destruction of 
our jiresent system, and what is 
their substitute — free trade. It never 
will exist. Traile employs at least 
two parties. To be free it bhonld he 
fair and e(pial. Will tho United States 
admit our goods to their markets free of 
duty? We may break down all bar- 
riers to free Irriide on our part, but the 
work will not bo complete until foreign 
powers shall have removed theirs. 
Should we break down our present sys- 
tem there would be freedom on our 
side and restriction and exclusion on the 
other. It is idle lor us to cmleavor to 
persuaile other nations to join with us 
in adopting the principles of what is 
called frtje trade. To introduce any- 
thing like fi ei^ trade W(juld give our mar- 
kets over to foieign manufacturers and 
prevent us making progress in 
mannfacturing industries. When the 
syf-tem of reciprocity and free trade, 
many years ago, had been jiro- 
jjO:ed to a I''icnidi amb is-?ad(jr, ihe 
remark was that the plan was c'cc^lhiiit 
in theory, but to make it fair in practice 
it would b(! necessary to defer the at- 
tem|)t to I'Ut it in execution for half a 
century until France should be on the 
same footing with Great Britain in 
marine, In manufactures and in capital. 
A noble lord on one occasion, a membi^r 
of tho Hritish parliament, referring to 
the protective jiolicy introduced by 
France, said that it encouraged its indif- 
ferent manufacturers, and that it was a 
wise policy, because if it were freely to 
admit the lOngiish manufactures it 
would speedily be reduced to the rank 
of an agricultural nation, an'!, 
therefore, a poor nation, as all 
must be that depend e.xclusivelv 
on agrii'ulture. The eatablishmeiit 
anil maintenance of manufactures 
among us excites the creation 
of wealth, and this |;ivea greater powers 
of consumption which are gratilicd by 
the purcliRse of otlier objects. A poor 
nation can never be a great consuming 
nation. Is the fact not indisputable that 
all essential objects of consumption af- 
fected by the tariffare cheaper .ind better 
einco tho introduction of tho present pro- 
tective larlfl" system than they were for 
several years befori; the present systeni 
was put i?i force? Under tln^ operation 
of the present protective Hv.stiuii the pro- 
ducts of our agriculture command a 
high(!r price than they would do with- 
out it by the creation of a home mar- 
ket and by the increase of wealth 
produced by manufactnrini; industries, 
which enlarges our powers of consump- 
tion, both of domestic and foreign arti- 
cles. The importance of a homo market 
is recognized by all writers and all men 
whose opinions are wortli conslderini;. 
The most efficient of all tho causes in 
reduction of tho prices of manufactured 
iirticles is conipetilion. By (Competition 
the total amount of tho sujjply is in- 
creaaod, and by incroaao of tho fiujiply 
the competition in tho sale ensues, ami 
this enables tho consumer to buy at 
lower rates. Of all human jiowers oper- 
ating on tho affairs of miinkind none is 
greater than that of competition. Com- 
petition, therefore, wherever existing, 
whether at home or abroad, is 
the apparent cause of cheapness. 
The repeal of the preseni, sys- 
tem would induce the importation 
of foreign articles in vast quantities, 
glut our markets, break down our cstab- 
Bsbments, and ultimately enable tho 
foreigner to monopolize the supply of 



our consumi)tion imd ilestroyllir home 
market for our o» n mumifiictui t rs, and 
our arti.sans, nii'ubanics and idl (huso 
engaged in nisiiinfiictliring iiidu-Kie; 
would be ihrov.i: out of enndny nuiit 
iSloney would cease to ciiculate freely 
and values in every direi;tion would take 
•a great drop, and foreign labor would bo 
employed and foreign manufacturers 
would profit at our expense: (1) Tho 
policy which we have been considering 
ought to continue and be sustained as 
the best j)olicy for the country ; (2) That 
the free trade system, which is pro- 
posed as its substitute, sliould be re- 
jected as tt system which benefits the 
loreigner and injures our own jicnnle; 
(H) That the present sy^Il■nl is 1 icneli\dul 
\o all parts of the 1 )()in inion , and abso- 
lutely necessary for the great majority 
of thepeojile; (-t) That the jirice of all 
our chief prodiuttions of agriculture has 
been sustained and ujiheld by the pres- 
ent policy of protection, which aH'ords a 
homo market; (5) That the present sys- 
tem creates competition among ourselves 
and regulates the price of manrfai^tured 
articles which have been [irodiiced by 
that competition ; (6) That all manufac- 
tures within the protection of the i)olicy 
have fallen in price; (7) That the Intro 
duction of a free trade policy would not 
benefit any portion of the Dominion, 
and wouUI place our manufacturing, ag- 
ricultural and business interests at the 
mercy of foreign nations, and pros- 
tration and great los.i wnuld 
result; (S' That the ihaintcnance 
of the present prolei'tive policy will give 
empliiynu'iit to the peojjle, to the arti- 
san, the nii'clianic and the laborer, se- 
cui-e the highest rate iif wnges in rcliirn 
for labiir, will induce the invcslincnt of 
capital and pr^Hluce a feeling of conli- 
dence and cunlent mcnt iiii i . u: j.[s t I be 
peojile. The danger to the l)nniiiiiijn 
does not lie in Ilie nu'iiiienance and 
coiiliiiuenco of the present prolective 
system. Its abandonment, its iliscoii- 
ti nuance would paralyze our industries, 
cause great loss of ca|)ital, destroy the 
intor-provincial trade w hit li has spruiiL' 
up in this country, and hIso the social 
and business relations of the people of 
this Dominion, and tliereby weaken the 
compact of confederation. It would 
sacrifice Toronto, Montreal and Winni- 
peg to the business interests of Boston, 
New York, Buffalo, St. Louis, Oliiciigo, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis. (Applause.) 
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FAILURES IN B.USINESS. 

What a Low Tariff Brought About by Way 
of Insolvencies. 

The Liberals are just now singing 
small on the trade issue in many parts 
of the country. In Ottawa, for example, 
we bear little or nothing from the can- 

ditates of the inirty about free trade. 
iMi-. Hutchison is a protectionist, and it 
would conseuMi'tii ly lu' very incnnsistent 
of him to iiLLiick the nalicjiial jiolicy. 
Tho Kauie thing is manifest tbrouglujut 
the country wherever there are miiiiu- 
fiu;turing interests. This is very wise, 
for our experieniH! of the past twenty- 
live years gives us good reason for dread- 
ing a rettirn to tho low tarill" w hich was 
iu force previously to 187S). To take tho 
failure list for example. The liabilities 
of insolvent traders in this country was 
for the period 1875-9 as follows: 

1875— lii28,8-i:S,000. 

1876— $25,517,000. 

1877— $25,523,000. 

1878— $23,908,000. 

1879— $29,347,000. 

Now here we have a period of five 

years in which the average amount of 
business failures is over ^'Jti, 000,000 per 
annum, l^et us take the five years 1801- 
18i)5 inclusive. We Had that for three 
years tho figures are as follows:

The average for these years is less than 
fifteen million dollars per annum. Yet 
population has in tho interval incre^ised 
35 per cent. ■ In one decade the capital 
invested in manufactures nmre than 
doubled, and consequently tho sum at 
risk in business must have vastly in- 
ci'eiise<l.

" In December, 1874, we employed 80 
men, whose fortnightly wages amounted 
to !f 1,040, working full time, and busi- 
ness brisk. 

" During the years hSTti, l s77and 1S7S 
we ran only part time, laying oH' the 
men week about, and working on an 
aTcrage seven and a iiiill hours a day, 
with the fortnightly i)ay roll varying 
troin ff'20S to If.SIII, and with no jirospect 
to better the conditions ol our men. 

" In 1S70 tln re were 70 iiien on the 
pay roll, w ith an increase of '20 per cent, 
in the men's \vii;.'es over 1S7I.

MR. RITHETS LETTER. 

It will have to be adiuitttul that Mr. 
R. r. Kithet is as slirt;\vti and as keen a 
business man aa there is in this com- 
munit-y. He is not easily deceived, and 
a politician would have to get uj) very 
early in tlie morning to make a dupe of 
him. As regards discernment, intelli- 
gence anil business ability he ia far iiiid 
away the superior of Mr. Teiupleiiiaii 
and Mr. >Scaife, yet bolli these gentle- 
men profess to be too witle-awake to 
accept atatenienta with respect to the 
I Government's intentions regarding the 
Britisli Pacific Railway which Mr. 
Rithet implicitly believes and is pre- 
pared, when the proper time comes, 
to at;t upon. 

Mr. iiitliet'a letter, which we pul)- 
lished yesterday, shows that lie lias 
, faith in Gol. Prior's statement and that 
he believes that the interests of British 
Colunibm will be advanced by returning 
both the Conservative candidates to 
I'arliament. AVonId IMr. llilhet, wo ask, 
advise the electors of Victoria to vote 
for I'rior and JOarle if be as much as 
suspected that either of them was trying 
to deceive the electors witli regard to the 
aid proposed to be given to the British 
Pacific? If he had any misgiving 
as to their sincerity on the subject, 
so far from sayinf; a good word for them 
he would be the lirst man in the city to 
denounce them, and lie would do all in 
his power to prevent their being relum- 
ed to Parliament. 

The difTerence between the way in 
which Messrs. Templeinan and Scaife 
and Mr. Rithet treat Col. Prior's state- 
ments with regard to the British Pucilic 
is well worth observing. IMr. Teiiii)le- 
nian expressed his opinion of Col. l'rior'.H 
veracity in the roughest and coarsest 
manner, though when taken to task he 
says he meant no oQence and expects 
his coarse language to be understood in 
a Pickwickian sense. Mr. .Scaife, in the 
Province, is if jjosaibUi more oO'ensive 
than his Cirit co-laborer, lie does nut 
call Mr. Prior a " liar" iu |ihiin An^'lo- 
Saxon, but he " must absolutely refuse 
to accept the aesurancea of Ool. Prior " 
and does not "for one moment believe 
the Government has given any aid to 
the British I'acillc I'ailway or that it 
has any inlontion whatever of Bodoing." 
The.'iO in.sulting expressions of unbelief 
in C(il. Prior's word aie contained in an 
editorial of the Province, ljut the dl.s- 
guise of impersonality is too thin to de- 
ceive the public. Mr. Scaife is responsible 
for every one of them. 

Let us see now how Mr. Rithet speaks 
of the Tupper Government and Messrs. 
Prior and Earle in connection with the 
great enterprise in udiich lie is so deeply 
interested. Ho saya in his letter !o j\Ir. 
Ker : 

As oni^ of the matters most soiMotisly 
aflecting Vi.;toria at the present tiiiio is, 
I take it, the construction of the liiitish 
Pacific Railway, I am rather sorry that 
it cannot made a more direct (i iiestiou 
than it is at the uresent time and liuring 
this election. The failure of the nego- 
tiations with the local government for 
the money aid stipulated for by the

the negotiations already fairly started 
and bring them to a sncceaaful issue. I 
hardly think I can say liibre utoh this 

point at present. - " 

Here there is a strong 'con^ast. Tlic 
experienced man of business who ia ex- 
erting his energies to further tliis rail- 
way enteriiriae, in which the interests 
of Victoria are so deeply involved, be- 
lieves implicitly in Col. Prior's 
word, and reliea undoubtingly on 
his good faith, while the small 
politicians, whose only obioct is to ob- 
tain votes, treat Col, Prior as a deceiver 
and loudly and emphatically express 
their conviction that not one word that 
he Bays relative to aid to the Britiali Pa- 
cific ia to be believed. The electors of 
A'ietoria, without regard to party, are in 
a )30sition to judge who has formed the

It will no doubt be circulated to-day and 
to-morrow and some credulous electors 
may be induced to believe that the letter 
read in Saturday night's meeting is a 
forged document.

The Province bv the Sea Conservative— 
Affairs in the Constituencies 
Reviewed. 

MoNCTON, Juno L'O. — .Vmons; tlie re- 
cent deveiopinenta in Ivistern and West- 
ern Now Brunswick it is to he noted 
that Hon. 0. J. LeBlanc, who is oppos- 
ing the re-election of George V. Mc- 
Inerney in Kent County, has declared 
that he will not only support remedial 
lej^isliUion, liut that lie will Htipjiort the 
Con.servat i vc ^overiinieiit if it litis u 
majority in the nc\l house. Mr. Le- 
Blanc was niiminated as the Kreucli 
Acadian canilidiUo and endorsed liy the 
Liberals, the majority of the electors of 
Kent ')eing I'^roiich-.-Vcadians, while Mr. 
Mclnerney is an Irish Catholic. Mr. 
LeBlanc is sup|iorted liy twoof the three 
members of the local house, Bitnies, 
English, and Le^er, French-Acadian, 
while Mr. Johnson, the other French- 
Acadian local member, who led the poll 
in the provincial election last year, ip 
stumpins; for Mclnerney. The nmjority 
of the French-Conservatives, it may be 
Baid.are sujiportiiig Mclnern(?y, while the 
Liberals are siijijiortinf^ LeBhiiic. The 
formi^r will, it is thon(;lit, lie elected 
by a good niajority, unless the Brotes- 
tanls, who are about a third of the 
electorate, desert him on tli(! school 
(jueslioii. In Albeit, Dr. Weldon has 
declared himself in thorough accord 
with the (.ioveriiment on all questions, 
except remoiliiil le;:i«lation. His op- 
ponent, Dr. Lewis, who resigns hia seat 
in the Local House, has not yet held 
any meetings, but says he will sujjpori 
whichever party has a majority, relyinj; 
on his personal popularity among Con- 
servatives and the Liberal support 
irhich he will got as far as "the 
Machine" can give it. There is 
little doubt of Mr. Powell's 
election in Westmoreland by a majority 
of ROO or 1 ,000 over his Liberal oppon- 
ent, C. W. Koliinaon. In NorthuinlHT- 
land, the late menibi;r, James Uobinson, 
and the veteran Peter Mitcliell, are in 
the tieUi. There are also three candi- 
dates in (iloucester, Blanchard, the late 
member, Conservative ; TurnO'in, Liberal, 
and Yountr, Independent. Tlie latter may 
not go to the jiolls. In liestigoiiehe. the 
Liberal candidate, Mr. Haddow, is 
making a much atifl'er fight than was 
anticipated. Speakers, French and Eng- 
lish, have gone into the county from a 
distance for both sides. The Liberals 
have been making a dead set on the 
French districts in the county, and a 
good deal will ilepend on the result there. 
The preponderance of opinion, however, 
is that the hite C^onservati ve ineinher, 
McAllister, will liave a good majority, 
though he may get a smaller proiiortion 
of the vote in the ICnglish than in the 
last election on account of liis support 
of remedial legislation. Of thesi-\ coun- 
ties in this district it will be seen that 
the LilieriUs liiivo no straight jiarty ean- 
didatt! in two, and it is extremely proli- 
able that a solid government contingent 
will be found in the next parliament. 

A SHABBY TRICK. 

The Montreal Ua/ette says :— The 
Herald has also gone into the business 
of manufaitturing encouragement for its 
rattleil iiarty liy niisrepreseiiling the 
views of leading merchants. On Satur- 
day it contained an alleged interview 
with Mr. L. (inaediiiger, the well known 
fur dealer, in which that gentleman was 
represented as saying that the (^mdition 
of business in Montreal was worse now 
than it was in 1878. Mr. Gnaedinger is 
himself authority for the statement that 
he never conversed with a Herald re- 
porter on any such subject, and adds 
that his last resort for business improve- 
ment would bo to go to the Liberal 
party.

THE NEST EGG TITLE. 

To riiK Editor:— On May 2-1 hist the 
Nest Egg Mining Company advertised 
that Iho adverses on their mineral claim 
had been removed, and the title to the 
property thereby cleared. All dociiinents 
relating to the matter were recorded in 
Kosslaiul and forwarded to the l.lold 
Conitnissioner in Nelson on the L'lith 
May. They remained at his oMice until 
Wednesday last, wheti a certili(-ate of 
iniprovemeiil was IssuihI and forwarded 
to Victoria. \ iiieniber of the Kossland 
Mini!r stair, in temporary charge of that 
excellent |iaper, for reasons best known 
lo himself, published a false statement 
about the arrangements which had been 
made, .\hvays willing to circulate any- 
thing false or damaging peraonallv or 
againat the interests of those in opposi- 
tion to them, the Times and Province 
both reprinted this false statement. On 
Wednesday last Mr. G. A. Kirk, psesi- 
dent of the Nest Egg ctmipany, wired 
Premier Turner, hia busiiieas partner, 
then in Nelson, asking the reason for 
the delay in issuing llns certilicale of 
im.proveinent. The rej)ly stated tliat 
the same had been issued. As many 
N'ictorians purchased Nest Kgg stock 
and were inlerested in knowing tliat the 
title to the nroperty was clear, an atl- 
vertisiMiient was inserted in the Colonist

My ni;Aii Ki:u,— Ay 1 now lind, iiiiieli 
to my regret, that I am not },'oiii<; t(j lie 
with yiju (liiriii),' the eit'etioii I triiHl that 
you and the utlier friends oi tlie party 
are using your utmost efforts to seeure 
the return ol onr former representatives, 
Messrs. Prior and Earle. 

I feel confident that it will be more to 
the benefit of Victoria that they should 
be returned again. Tlio aiivantago of 
having Colonel I'rior as a nienilicr ot tlie 
government i~ a very important feature, 
but apart altogether from this I consider 
tliat the J^iberal-Conservative party is 
the one which has always shown the 
greatest interest in, and desire to ad- 
vance the interests of British Columbia. 
The pulley of tins party besides is, in my 
judgment, the one which is best calcula- 
ted to develop our resources and tlie in- 
terests of tlie Province and Dominion 
generally. 

Being, as I believe we ate, on the verge 
of development of oar mineral and other 
resources on such a scale as has never 
before been experienced, I think it woulil 
be a great mistake for British Columbia 
to change its allegiance at the present 
time; more especially so as the Liberal 
party have never shown themselves very 
friendly when speaking of Brit- 
ish Columlfla, nor have they 
ever appeared to grasp the situ- 
ation in that spirit of enterprise 
whieli must ])revail if our province is to 
be opened u\i for development and nel- 
tlement as (juickly as we are all eo anxi- 
ous it should be. It is but natural on 
sueii oceasions that botli parties should 
endeavor to make it appear tliat British 
Golambia would receive a large share of 
their attention, Ijiit so far ns I can judge 
the Liberals have never shown that they 
were possessed of any well defined and 
fixed i)olicy in reference to the greater 
questions now before the public — or to- 
wards British Columbia or any other 
section of the Dominion of aucb a nature 
as to commend them to the confidence 
of the country. For these reasons I am 
convinced that the party from whom 
the greatest benelits to our province will 
be deriveil is the Liheral-Consci-vaiive 
jiarty, and Inun what I have been able 
to gather, from his jjuhlie utterances and 
other evidence which has been given to 
me, I feel confident that Sir Charles 
Tupper is not only desirous of develop 
ing and settling up the Western portions 
of Canada (now so riiie for the ajjplica 
tion of a broad, enterprising and liberal 
policy, in the interest and for the benefit 
of the whole Dominion), bat that he is 
also ambitions that something in this 
direction should be accomplished to i\ 
material extent during his leadership, 
in order tiiat he may add more laurels 
to what he 1ms already aideci in accom 
plisliing, aH a member of previous gov 
ernments during the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive regime. 

Coming into power at sucli a critical 
time in the history of the Dominion, 
I feel satisfied that his aim and that 
of his eovernment will be to aid 
in every way possible the settlement 
of the many important matters claim- 
ing the attention of the public in a num- 
ner which will he best calculated to ]>ro- 
mote the public welfare and further 
the development of the country by en- 
couraging the building of railways as the 
only medium by which it can bo suc- 
cessfully accomplished, and I am glad to 
be able to say further that I understand 
Sir Charles Tupper himself is already 
pledged to render any reasonable assisl- 
anco which may be found necessary in 
this direction for any and all sections of 
the Dominion. 

Ab one of the matters most seriously 
afTecting Victoria at the present time is, 
I take it, the construction of the British 
Pacific Railway, I am rather sorry lhatit 
cannot he made a more direct question 
than it is at the present time and during 
this election. The failure of the negotia 
tions with the local government for the 
money aid stipulated for by the parties 
who were prepared to furnish the neces- 
sary capital for building this road, has 
necessitated the commencement of new 
jaegotiatioBB upon different lines, and 



which, up to the present time, have not 
reached a j)oint to warrant me in mak- 
ing any definite statement. The friends 
of the enterprise in London are using 
every eflbrt to meet the views of the 
local iiovernment, and sliould a practi 
cal arrangement result, even if special 
aid should ho called for, 1 would have 
every confidence that Sir Charles T\ip 
per and his government, if returned to 
jxjwer, would favorably consider such a 
proposal for so important and necessary 
an undertaking. I am, therefore, most 
anxious that this government should 
again he returned to power, with Messr 
I'rior and Ivirle as the ri'presentatives 
for Victoria, so that they may continue 
the iieL'otiations already fairly started 
and bring tliem to a successful issue. I 
hardly think I can say more upon this 
point at present. 

Ahove everything. I would say to you 
and my other friends that all splittingof 
votes should he avoideil. Let the (jues 
tion he, nne or tlie Other — Conservative 
or Lilieral; and on no account allow 
VI iiir cause to be nullified by sending a 
ilivided representation from the city ol 
Victoria. 

I again wish you every sutH'ess duriii|j 
the coming contest, and shall watch tin. 
progress of the election with the greatest 
interest; and, until I learn to the con 
trary, I have every confidence that the 
result will bo a solid representation of 
" Liberal-Conservatives."

TIME.S AT COOK'S INLET. 

Miners Leaving That Remote Mining Re 
Bion— Jammed in the Ice for Days. 

The schooner Stella Eiland has re^ 

turno<l to the Sound from Cook's Inlet, 
.Vlaska. On her way down the lirland 
got jammed in the ice in the inlet and 
was ludd sevc'ral days, but finally broke 
away from the ice pack, ami, heading 
for Cape I'Mattery, arrived in just six 
teen days' sailing time. 

lieports from the inlet are as dis- 
couraging as ever. \Vlien Capt. Tbunell 
left there the miners were still centered 
at Sunrise City, unable to get out pros- 
lieciing on account of the snow. About 
the mouth of Six Mile the snow had 
disappeared, but up in the gulches and 
canyons it was still heavy and damp and 
almost iinpaa.sable. The ice did not 
leave Six Mile creek until the Kllh of 
^h^y, two days after th(! I'topia left 
there, when it hjosened up and 
floated (jut on the tides. At, the iidet, 
however, there weie immense masses 
twenty teet thick and weighing (lun- 
di-eds and thousands of tons. (Japtain 
Thunell, of the lOrland, says there was 
much discouragement at the inlet when 
he left there and many men wunKl havi' 
come away with him, but the hhland 
had no accommodations. Many had 
already begun to leave, making for 
.Juneau by the Alaska Coinnercial 
Company's boats. Lie does not think 
that there will be much prospecting 
done, because of the late season. Those 
miners who went in there first this sea- 
son are much put out by finding the 
country, us the snow leaves it, already 
staked out. Numbers of those who 
were u]) there last year look up claims 
for themselves, and all their friends and 
relatives, to the disadvantage of tliose 
who follow them. 



MONARCHY IN FRANCE. 

Proposed Orleanlst Test of tbe Popular 
Sentiment Tbroughout the Republic 

Lo.vnoN, ,Iiine21. — The scheme of the 
Due d' OrlcMuis to test the jiopiilar feel- 
ing in l-'rarice t(jwards the restoration of 
the monarchy has received a largo acces- 
sion of adherents since the first an- 
nouncement. The Krencb papers 
which assert that the Due's , ad- 
visers meditate a eouj) d' etat 
based on bureaucratic and army corrup- 
tion are in the wrong. Chief among the 
Due's aupporters are Mesdames de llaii- 
sonville, de Broglie and Bufl'et. What 
is proposed as a (irst step is that a 
Royalist deputy shall resign his seat, ior 
wdiich the Due d' Orleans shall be 
brought forward aa a candidate. The 
government can and will declare the 
election of a man under the bann of the 
law to be void. But the royalists will 
continue tbe same tactics, fighting con- 
stituency after constituency with the 
Due's name, and thus, in some sort, ob- 
tain a form of plebiscite. The cost of an 
election campaign where inucli will de- 
pond on the money distributed will be 
enormiuis. A ri'imrt, winch is a(;cepted 
as accurate in hiuli iMiglisli circles, says 
that over £'2,000,000 steiding has l)een 
subscribed.

Sir Charles Tupper Like Ills Great 
Predecessors Enjoys the CoiUi- 
deuce of Britain's Rulers: 



What Sir .Tohn Mncdoiiald Said of 
Preferential Trade— Those Fake 
" Press Opinions." 



Victoria contains so many old country- 
men, tlieir sons and grandsons, that a 
special eflbrt is being made on behalf of 
tiio oi)j)osition candidates to deceive 
them into tbe belief that the Liberal- 
Conservative party in Canada is dis- 
credited in Cireat Britain. Nothing could 
he further from the truth. All that the 
Grit slanderers can point to in support 
of their assertion is a collection of al- 
leged extracts from the British press 
which they say referred to " hood ling " 
at Ottawa. On the face ot it this ai)pearH 
unlikely, because thd hoodlinu' there was 
not by ministej-s, but by eoni racturs w ho 
hriheil engineers and cli:rks and otlii'r 
oliicials to make falser returns to the 
government.

" 1 desire to tendei- my ])eri ,nal and 
hearty congratulations on your acceot- 
ance of the oflice of Prime Minister of 
Canada. 

" JosKi'ii Ciiamheulain." 
Perhaps the estimate of the Victoria 
slanderers who circulate the fly sheet of 
•' opinions " libelling their country, is 
entitled to more weight than that of 
Mr. Chamberlain! 

A chief plank in Sir Charles Tapper's 
platform is Preferential Trade with Cireat 
liritain. That is no new idea with tbe 
Liberal Conservative jiarty, for it was 
part of the Imperial F.idieme which Sir 
John Macdonidd and Sir Charles Tuj)- 
per both bad at heart when they were 
colleagues in the Dominion ministry. 
The time was not then ripe to give effect 
to the idea, l)ut Sir John's hopes are on 
record. Aboul the time of the last gen- 
eral elections he thus wrote to an old 
friend, Hon. J. S. Helmcken of this 
city: 

" I agree with you that we should 
have a reciprocity treaty with Englrfnd. 
Years ago I, with Sir Leonard Tilley 
and Sir Charles Tupper, made a proposi- 
tion to that etl'ect while we were on a 
visit to Jj)nd()n. The difliculty is that 
no English statesman has yet mustered 
courage to take uj) the (jiiestion. Lord 
Salislniry will pi-(jhahly go to the cimn- 
try next sununer, and, if successful, I 
shall renew the proiiosal." 

To a marked degi'ee ."^ir John Mac- 
il'.nald ludd the conliilence of Her 
JIajesty the tjueen iuid the leaders of 
the political parties of Great Britain. 
After tbe general ehictions of 1891, tbe 
leader of t he House of Commons in Lord 
Salisbury's last ])revioua administration 
wrote as follows : 
" M V 1 )i;Aii Sir ,)oiin 

" l.i't me coiiu'ratulate yon on success. 
It is not so big as I could have wished, 
but I am very glad indeed, lor the sake 
cif the old country, that you have won. 

" It is <lisfiuieting to see that Ontario 
and (iuehec have not given you a ma- 
jority, but there, I suijpose, the Mc- 
Ivinley tariff bits hard. 

"What can we do'.'' What course is 
open to usV Kehiliatory duties are, I 
fear, almost impossible for ua here, as 
they could only he placed on bread stuffs, 
and our workmen are easily inflamed by 
a cry of dear food ; but what other 
method exists to preserve our own 
method and reojjen ymirs'i' 

" Do not understand ine as advocat- 
ing such duties, hut I am sensible of the 
extreme gravity of the situation and of 
the futuri^, and 1 want liirlit. 

" For the present your elections give 
us time to hreethe and to think. Un- 
derstand —I write for myself alone, and 
in strict confidence. Yours sincerely, 
" W. H. Smith." 

It is the idea upon which the Con- 
servative leaders in Great Britain and 
in Canada thus expressed themselves in 
1H91 that Sir Charles Tapper aims to put 
into effect in his present advocacy of 
Preferential Trade with the mother 
country. 

A report was put in circulation 
yesterday that Mr. Hapffart had 
withdrawn from the contest. This 
is not true. Mr. Ilafjf^art is in the 
lield, and iiif(Mids to stay there until 
Ihe last vote, is iiollcd. lie is not one 
of the hackin{f-out kind.

Her Interests" Says the 
Liberal Leader.

l5o.ss Cartwritrht Declares Tim t Con- 
tinental Free Trade is the 
Proper Gaper. 



Whatever song Trilby Laurier may 
sing wlien away from Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, the rueful Ivnight may be de- 
ponded upon to hypnotise bis nominal 
leader into a Free Trade melody when- 
ever ho comes within range. Mr. Lau- 
rier is only a ligurehead ; Sir Richard 
su])plies the brains of the iiarty, and this 
is what he told the Commons in 18',) l and 
still adheres to : 

" I believe if my friends of the Liberal 
party rise to the occasion, if they show a 
true and bold and wise daring on this 
crisis, that they may pave tbe way for a 
completely new system in good time. 1 
do not want revolution ; 1 want reform, 
hut I di'sire to see genuine fiee trade 
brought ahout. 

I'larly in the session of parliament 
just ended Sir liichard was challeiigi'd 
u ith i-es|iecl to :i letter h(! wroti; to the 
Lonilon l^('^)ll(lli;i^■t in IsOl'. In i-espunse 
he lead the whiiie of tlie letter and said 
he ailhered tn every word ii\ it--every 
letter, i;very jut, every little. In that 
li'tter pi'otertiiin is spiiki'ii (if as " lei.;al- 
i/.eil r(jhhery " — a t-ystem of ]iillage, l>y 
which the agricultural class has ijeen 
" bled white," and which puts twice as 
much into the pockets of the protected 
mamifaeturers as into tbe Dominion 
Treasury. Sir Richard then goes on to 
say : 

" ft is not merely the policy, but the 
fixed determination of the Liberal party 
in the Dominion of Canada to over- 
throw this system at all hazards, and 
after very full deliberation, tbey have 
come to the conclusion that the best, 
and ])ri)l)al)ly the oiih' really available 
method which presents itself for that 
pur|)ose, lies in introducing a ayatem of 
perfect continental free trade or unre- 
stricted reciprocity with the United 
States." 

The kaleidoscoiiic changes of the Lib- 
eral trade policy are so sudden that it 
needs an eagle-eye to follow them, and 
not even the Liberals theinaelvea know 
exactly where they are. On June 1 we 
have Mr. Laurier assuring the manufac- 
turers that they have nothing to be 
afraid of, the Liberals do not intend to 
establish absolute free trade and never 
did. The Montreal Gazette on .Tune 2 
pointed out that at Winnipeg Mr. Lau- 
rier said distinctly, " We will give you 
free trade," and asked how tbe contra- 
diction was to he explained. The Wit- 
ness of June 3 had the following : 

"Mr. Laurier's ultimate aim in regard 
to the fiscal policy is, as be has again 
and again announced, ' free trade as 
they have it in Great Britain.' Free 
trade, as thej' have it in Great Britain, 
Is a tariff for revenue, not ' absolute 
free trade.' A country which in- 
stitutes absolute free trade will 
have to resort to direct taxa- 
tion for revenue. Direct taxation takes 
the form of a poll tax, income tax or 
land tax. Mr. Laurier does not believe 
in this form of taxation, and is there- 
fore opposed to 'absolute free trade.' 
Me is in favor of free trade as they have 
it in Great Britain, namely, a revenue 
tariff as the working system of free 
trade." 

At Valleylield, on April 12, tbe leader 
of tbe opposition uttered these mem- 
orable words: "We want a treaty of 
reciprocity with the United States. Tlu; 
Conservatives say it would not he loyal 
to England. We will gel a treaty with 
tRe United States, and if ICiiglaiid oh- 
jects we will consider her objection. 
Let Lord Salisbury take care of the in- 
terests of England ; we will take care of 
the interests of Canada." (Montreal 
Ilerakl report, April 13.) 

This statement was followed at St. 
Louis de Gon/.acue by a declaration 
much in thi^ si.iiie terms, warning us 
that unrestricted recinrocity is the policy 
for which, in the event of a Liberal 
triumt>h, we must look. At the Liberal 
Convention in 1H'J3 a like announcement 
was made by Mr. Laurier, ami was in- 
dorsed by Sir Richard. 

" Tbe commercial interests of I'big- 
laiid," said ^Mr. Laurier, (convention re- 
port, i)age 34), "are not tbe interests of 
Canada, and the commercial interests ( f 
Canadaarenot tbe commercial interest sot 
England. If the interests of Canada 
clash with those of England, is it any 
part of my loyalty, or of yours, that wo 
should make tbe interests of Canada 
give way to the interests of Cireat Brit- 
ain?" " .Vre we to lie told, when we 
find our interests clashing with those of 
the Mother Larul, that we must stand 
by the Mother Laud 'i'" Then the lion, 
gentleman proceeded to refer to unre- 
stricted reciprocity with r(!venue tariff 
as a preliminary, adding: "These two 
questions, in niy judgment, ought to 
constitute mainly the programne of the 
Liberal oartv."
